He stated that on Tuoesday, while
the recruits were moving about restlessly along
West street and in the vicinity, 4 dork skinned look-
ing fellow with deep blnck eyes cnme to him and
awsked him to prevent any one from passing through
the gutes of the steamship company, woid that
& few minutes after a lurge orowd of men
appeared before the gutes seeking  admission,
in order that they might get on board of the
brig Philip.  Thege men were wrmed aod  bad
bondles of clothes and articles of enuipment. Not
knowing their purpose he refosed them admittance,
and now comes the strange part of the story, These
men, without further ado, and uoder the command
of thelr omeers, pasged over to the entrance or gates
leading to the United Stutes Quartermaster’s Ofoo,
The chief clerk of the quartermasters oflice, Mr.
Thomas Ryan, informed our reporter that (rom one
hundred and Aty to two hundred men then passed
througn his office entrance to the wharf, where they
embarked. Thise men were all examined and recog-
nized one by one by the Cuban oficer in charge of
the expedition, s they passed throngh. They had
to pass through the private door behind the chief
clerk’s desk in the office.

The Departure of the Expedition Treitly Al-
lowed.

The Herald's Waushington correspondence of yes-
erduy Bays —

our Government interfering to prevent the departure
of war muterial for the Cubans has transpired to-
day.

they ohioose withoot embarrassing interference, In-
formation derived here to-day {8 to the efect that
two formiduble expeditfons left New York for Cuba
yoesterdny.

have conveyed men on bourd, inclnding the jesders of
the expedition. She was seon lying alongslde the
Pierrof, by Captain Haganl, The commander of the
steamer, Captain Geo Fletcher, In conversation
with Captain Hugcard, divalged to him the existence
of a large cargo of arms and ammunition in the hold
of his vessel.  He sidd thet they were obtalned from
Governors Island, snd that he had them traosrerred
by i tughoat to higvesdel on Thursday last, the latter

In December, 1867, the barque Javn, oommuandod
by Captain Charles Kempton, left Massachusetta on
u whaling voynge to the South FPolar Sew. Al the
Cape Vere Islands the captain sdded nine Portu.
guese sallors to his crew, and sguiled for the Indian
Oveun. The men now under arrest say that, o
visiting another ship, one of the Portuguese wus ac
ecldentully drowned, whioh displeasod the captein so

eatly that he placed apother of the crew, whom
i choge to hold responsible for the death of the
lost sallor, in lrons for Torty-elght hours, This con-
duet and the captaln’'s alleged refusal to furnish
good provisions, and the abusive conduct of the third
mate, provoked the rest of the crew soinuch thab
they resoived 10 b revenged. A nnmber of them
wrined  themselves with buodgeons and firewood
hlocks, caught the third mute w8 he cpme from his
guarters, and beat im so gnmercelfully on his head
that he expired In o few honrd. Dates, the first
mate, attempted to protect his brother ofMicer, bot
wis p0o Reveraly injared shat his recovery s doabitful,
This ehief actors in this drewdiul veagedy, James W,
Hobinson, Jumes Canning, Benjamin Harrison, Wil-
lam J, Parker, Benjumin Serton, and John Broloe,
then deserted the ship in o whaling boat, gnd rowed
direct for Timore, taking with them a small
amonnt  of  food, After bing . soa  sIX
days their provigons Huve out, and
they hul to work for the three following days with.

OBITUARY.

The Hon. Thomns Lefroy.

I'ne Right Hon, Thomas Lefroy, lute Chisl Justics
of the Queen's Bench o Irclund, of whose death
the cabile brings as Intelligence, was an Irighman by
birth, and a descendunt on his father's side of one of
those French Huguenot families which perseoution
drove into exile nenrly three centurics ago.
